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« THE PREFACE. 


HE Church of Chriſt hath in all ages had 
a preſcript forme of Common prayer, or 
Divine fervice, as appeareth by the an- 
cient Liturgies of the Greeke and Latine 
Churches. This was done, as for other 
great cauſes, ſo likewiſe for retaining an 
uniformitie in Gods worſſip: a thing molt , 
beſeeming them that are of one and the 
ſame profeſſion. For by the forme that is 
2 kept in the outward worſhip of God, men 
commonly judge of Religion. If in that 
l there be a diverſitie, ſtraight they 1 
e conceive the Religion to bee diverſe. 
— Wherforc it were to be wiſhed, that the 
whole Church of Chrift were one as*well in forme of publike-worſhip , as 
in doctrine: And that as it hath but one Lord, and one Faith, fo it had but 
one heart, and one mouth. This would prevent many ſchiſmes and diviſions, 
and ſerve much to the preſerving of unitie. But ſince that cannot be hoped 
for in the whole Catholike Chriſtian Church , yet ar leaſt in the Churches. 
that are under the protection of one Soveraigne Prince the ſame ought to 
be endeavoured. 5h | 2 
It was not the leaft part of our late Soveraigne King JAMES of bleſſed 
memorie his care, to work this uniformitie in all his Dominions : but while 
he was about to do it, it pleafed God to tranſlate him to a better kingdome. 
His Majz $str1z that now raigneth, (and long may He raigne over us in 
all happineſſe) not ſuffering his Fathers good purpoſe to fall to the ground, 
but treading the ſame path, with the like zeale and pious affetion, gave 
order ſoon after his coming to the Crown, for the framing of a book of 
Common prayer, like unto that which is received in the Churches of Eng- 
land and Ireland, for the uſe of this Church. After matfy lets and hinde- 
rances, the ſame cometh now to be publiſhed, to the good, we truſt, ef all 
Gods people, and the increaſe of true pietie, and ſincere devotion amongſt 
them. | | 5 
But as there is nothing, how good and warrantable ſoever in it ſelfe, a- 
gainſt which ſo me will not except: ſo it may be that exceptions will be taken

againſt this good and moſt pious work, and perhaps none more preſſed, 
then that we haye followed the Service book of England. But we ſhould 
defire them that ſhall take this exception, to conſider, that being as we are 
by Gods mercie of onetrue profeſſion, and otherwiſe united by many bonds, 
it had not been fitting to vary much from theirs, our eſpecially coming forth 
after theirs , ſeeing the diſturbers of the Church both here and there, ſhould 
by our differences, if they had been great, taken occaſion to worke more 
trouble. Therefore did wee think meet to adhere to their forme, even in the 
feſtivals, and ſome other rites, not as yet received, nor obſerved in our 
Church, rather then by omitting them, to give the Adverſarie to think, that 
we diſliked any part of their Service. 

Our firſt Reformers were of the ſame minde with us, as appeareth by the 
ordinance they made, that in all the Pariſhes of this Realme , the Common 
prayer ſhould be read weekly on Sundaies, and other Feſtivall dayes, with 
the Leſſons of the old and new Teſtament , conforme to the order of the book 
of Common prayer (meaning that of England ; for it is known- that divers 

ears after we had no other order for common prayer). This is recorded to 

— been the firſt head concluded in a frequent Councell of the Lords and 
Barons profeſſing Chriſt Jeſus. We keep the words of the hiſtorie; Religion 
was not then placed in rites and geſtures, nor men taken with the fancie of ex- 
temporarie prayers. Sure, the publike worſhip of God in his Church, being 
the moſt ſolemne action of us his poor creatures here below, ought to be 
performed by a Liturgie adviſedly ſet and framed, and not according to the 

ſudden and various fancies of men. This ſhall ſuffice for the preſent 
to have ſaid. The God of mercie confirme our hearts in 
his truth, and preſerve us alike from prophane- 
neſſe and ſuperſtition. Amen,

And whereas in this our time, the mindes ok men are lo divers that 


ſome think it a great matter of conſcience, to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their teremonies, they be fo addicted to their old cuſtomes , and 
again on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, that they would inno⸗ 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but 
that is new: it was thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpect how 
to pleaſe and ſatisfie either of thete parties, as how topleaſe God, and 
p2ofit them both. And pet leſt any man ſhould be oikended, whom good 
reaſon might ſatisfte; here be certatne cauſes rendzed, why ſome of the 
accuſtomed ceremonies be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 


Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſle and multitude of them | 


hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter dayes, that the burthen of them was in- 
tolerable , wherefoze S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that they 
were growon to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chziftian people was in 
wotle caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he coun⸗ 
felled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would

fcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull minde of man to the re- 
membzance ot his duty to God, by ſome notable and ſpeciall-ſignificati- 
on, whereby he might be edified.. gg. vil 
Furthermoze ,:the moſt weighty caute of the aboliſhment of certaine 
ceremonies was, that they were ſo farabuled, partly by the ſuperſti- 
tious blindneſle ofthe rude and unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable 
avarice of ſuch as fought moze their own lucre, then the glozy of God, 
that the abuſes could not well be taken away.the thing remaining ill, 
But now as concerning thoſe perſons , which peradventure will e of- 
' fendeD, foz that ſotne of the old ceremonies are retained ſtill: it they con⸗ 
ſider, that without ſome ceremonies it is not poſſible to keep any over, 
92 quiet diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe tore- 
fome their judgements. . And ik they thinke much that any of the old do 
remaine, and would rather have all deviſed anew: then ſich men gran- 
ting ſome ceremonies convenient to be had, ſure]y where the old may be 
well uled, there they cannot reaſonably repzove the old, onely foz their 
Age, without bewzaying of their own folly.

Cataphas, and conſulted that they might take Jeſus by 
ſubtilty, and kill him. But they ſaid, Not on the feaſt day, 
leſt there bee an upꝛoꝛe among the people. Now when

Jeſus 
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Jeſus was in Bethanie, in the houſe of Simon the leper, 
there came unto him a woman having an alabaſter box of 
very pꝛecious ointment , and poured: on his head, as hee 
ſat at meat. But when his diſciples ſaw, they had indi⸗ 
gnation, ſaying, To what purpoſe is this waſte - Foz this 
ointment might have been ſold foꝛ much, and given to 
the pooꝛe. When Jeſus underſtood it, he ſaid unto them, 


Why trouble ye the woman: foz ſhe hath wꝛought a good 


wozk upon me. Foz ye have the pooze alwayes with you, 
but me ye have not alwayes. Foz in that ſhe hath poured 
this ointment on my body, the did: fo2 my burtall, Uerily 
I ſay unto you, Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall be pzeached 
in the whole wozld, there ſhall alſo this, that this woman 
hath done, be told foz a memoꝛiall of her, Then one of the 
twelve, called Judas Pſcariof, went unto the chief pꝛieſts, 
and ſaid unto them, What will ye give me, and J will de⸗ 
liver him unto vou; and they covenanted with him foz thir⸗ 
tie pieces of ſilver, And from that time he ſought oppoꝛtu⸗ 
nitie to betray him. Now the firſt day of the feaſt ot unlea⸗ 
vened bꝛead, the diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that wee pzepare foz thee to eat the palle⸗ 
ober: And he ſaid, Go into the citie to ſuch a man, and ſap 
unto him, The maſter ſaith, My time is at hand, J will 
keep the paſlſeo ver at thy Houſe with my diſciples. And the 
diſciples did as Jeſus had appointed them, and they made 
readie the paſſeover. Now when the even was come, he ſat 
down with the twelve. And as they did eat, he ſaid, Uerily 
J ſay unto vou, that one of you ſhall betray me. And they 
were exceeding ſozrowfull, and began everte one of them to 
ſay unto him, Lo2d, is it : And he anſwered and ſaid, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in the dich, the ſame ſhall 

betray me. The Son ot man goeth as it is Witten of him: 

but wo unto that man by whom the Son of man is betray⸗ 

ed: it had been good foꝛ that man, if he had not been boꝛn. 
Then Judas, which betraied him, anſwered, and ſaid, Paz 
ſter, is it : he laid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid. And as they 

were eating, Jeſus took bꝛead, and bleſſed it, and bꝛake it, 

and gave it to the diſciples, _ ſaid, Take. eat , this - => 
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body. And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to 
them, ſaying, Dꝛink ye all of it: foꝛ this is my bloud of the 
new teſtament which is (hed foꝛ many foꝛ the remiſſion of 
ſins, But Jſay unto you, JJ will not dznk hencefoꝛth of 
this fruit of the vine, untill that day when JJ dꝛink it new 
With vou in my Fathers kingdome. And when they had ſung 


an hymne they went out into the mount of Olives. Then 
ſaithJeſus unto them, All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of me 


this night: foꝛ it is wzitten, Þ will ſmite the ſhepherd, and 
the ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcattered abꝛoad. But after Þ 
am riſen again, J will go befoze you into Galilee, Peter ans 
ſwered and ſaid unto htm. Though all men ſhall be offended 
becauſe of thee, yet will I never be offended, Jeſus ſaid un⸗ 
to him, Uerily Þ ſay unto thee, that this night befoze the 
cock crow, thou ſhalt deny me thzice, Peter ſaid unto him, 
Though J ſhould die with thee, yet will Þ not deny thee : 
likewiſe alſo ſaid all the diſciples. Then cometh Jeſus with 
them unto a place called Gethlemane, and ſaith unto the dil⸗ 
ciples, Sit pe here, while Þ go and pꝛay vonder. And he took 
with him, Peter, and the two ſons of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſozrowful, and very heavy. Then ſaith he unto them, My 
ſoul is exceeding ſozrowfull, even unto death: tarry ye here 
and watch with me. And he went a little further, and fell on 
his face, and pꝛaped, ſaying, O my Father, ik it be poſſible, 
let this cup paſſe from me: nevertheleſſe, not as J Will, but 
as thou wilt. And he cometh unto the diſciples, and findeth 
them aſleep, and ſaith unto Peter, What, could pee not 
watch with me one houre - Watchand pzay, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the ſpirit indeed is willing, but the fleſh 
is weak, He went away again the ſecond time, and pꝛayed, 
ſaying, O my Father, if this cup may not paſſe away from 
me, except J dꝛink it, thy will be done. And he came and 
found them aſleep again: foꝛ their eyes were heavie. And he 
left them, and went away again, and pzayed the third time, 
ſaying the ſame woꝛds. Then cometh hee to his diſciples. 
and ſaith unto them, Sleeponnow, and take pour reſt, be⸗ 
hold, the houre is at hand, and the Sonne of man is betray⸗ 
ed into the hands of ſinners, Riſe , let us be going: _—_ 
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he is at hand that doth betray me. And While he yet ſpake, 
lo, Judas one of the twelve came, and with him a great 
multitude with \wozds and ſtaves from the chiefpzieſts and 
elders of the people. Now he that betrayed him, gave them 
a figne, ſaying, whomſoever J ſhall kiſſe, that ſame is he, 
hold him faſt, And foꝛthwith he came to Jeſus, and ſaid, 
Hail maſter, and killed him. And Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Friend, Wherefoze art thou come + Then came they and 
laid hands on Jeſus , and took him, And behold, one of 
them which were with Peſus, ſtretched out his hand, and 
dꝛew his \wozd, and ſtroke a ſervant of the high pꝛieſts, and 
ſmote off his care, Then ſaid Jeſus unto him, Put up 
again thy \wozd into his plate: foꝛ all they that take the 
ſwozd, ſhall periſh with the ſwozd. Thinneſt thou that Þ 
cannot now pꝛay to my Father, and he ſhall p:eſently give 
me mo2e then twelve legions of angels ⸗ But how then 
ſhall the ſcriptures be fulfilled, that thus it muſt be⸗ In 
that ſame houre ſaid Jeſus to the multitudes, Are pe come 
out as againſt a thief with \wozds and ſtaves fo: to take 
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Thou haſt ſaid : nevertheleſſe J ſay unto you, Hereafter 
ſhall yee ſee the Donne of man ſitting on the right hand of 
power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the high 
pꝛieſt rent his clothes, ſaying , He hath ſpoken blaſphemte, 
what further need have we of witneſles 7 behold, now yee 
have heard his blaſphemie. What think ye: They anſwer- 
ed and ſaid, He is guilty of death. Then did they ſpit in his 
face, and buffetted him, and others ſmote him with the 
palms of their hands, ſaying, Pꝛopheſie unto us, thou 
Chuſt, who is he that \mote thee : Now Peter ſat without 
in the palace : and a damſel came unto him, ſaying, Thou 
alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galflee, But he denied befoze them 
all, ſaying, Þ know not what thou ſayeſt. And when he 
was gone out into the poꝛch, another maid ſaw him, and 
ſaid unto them that were there, This fellow was alſo with 
Jeſus of Nazareth. And again he denied with an oath, 7 
do not know the man. And after a while came unto him 
they that ſtood by, and ſaid to Peter, Surely thou alſo art 
one of them, foꝛ thy ſpeech bew2ayeth thee, Then began 
he to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, I know not the man, And 
immediatly the cock crew. And Peter remembꝛed the wozds 
of Jeſus, which ſaid unto him, Befoze the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt denie me thꝛice. And he went out, and wept bitterly, 
When the moꝛning was come, all the chiek pꝛieſts and 
elders of the people, took counſel againſt Jelus to put 
him to death. And when they had bound him, they led 
him away, and delivered him to Pontius Pilate the Go⸗ 
vernour. Then Judas which had betrayed him, when 
hee ſaw that Hee was condemned, repented Himſelf, and 
bzought again the thirtie pieces of ſilver to the chief pueſts 
and elders , ſaying, J have ſinned , in that J have be= 
frayed the innocent bloud. And they ſaid, What is chat to 
us: ſee thou to that. And hee caſt down the pieces of (it: 
ver in the temple, and departed, and went and hanged 
himſelf. And the chief pꝛieſts took the ſilver pieces, and 
ſaid, It is not lawfull foꝛ to put them into the treaſury, 
becauſe it is the pꝛite of bloud. And they took counſel, and 
bought with them the potters field, to bury ſtrangers in. 

Wherekoꝛe 
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Wherefo:e that field was called, The field of bloud unto 
this day. (Then was fulfilled that which was ſpoken by 
Jeremy the pꝛophet, ſaying , And they took the thirty 
pieces of ſilver, the pꝛice of him that was valued, whom 
they of the childzen of Jſrael did value: and gave them 
fo2 the potters field, as the Lozd appointed me.) And Je⸗ 
ſus ſtood befoꝛe the governour ; and the governour ask- 
ed him, ſaying, Art thou the King of the Jews And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt, And when he was ac⸗ 
cuſed of the chief pꝛieſts and elders, he anſwered nothing. 
Then ſaith Pilate unto him, Heareſt thou not how many 
things they witneſſe againſt thee» And he anſwered him 
to never a wozd, inſomuch that the governour marvelled 
greatly, Now at that feaſt the governour was wont to re⸗ 
leaſe unto the people a pꝛiloner, whom they would. And 
they had then a notable pꝛiloner, called Barabbas. There⸗ 
foꝛe when they were gathered together, Pilate laid unto 
them, whom will ye that J releaſe unto pou⸗ Barabbas, 
92 Jeſus. which is called Chꝛiſt: Foz he knew that foꝛ en⸗ 
vie they had delivered him, when hee was ſet down on the 
judgement leat , his wife ſent unto him, ſaying , Have 
thou nothing to do with that juſt man : koꝛ J have ſuffer- 
ed many things this day in a dꝛeam, becauſe of him. But 
the chief pꝛieſts and elders perſwaded the multitude that 
they ſhould ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus, The go- 
vernour anſwered and ſaid unto them , Whether of the 
twain will ye that J releaſe unto vou: They ſaid, Barab- 
bas. Pilate ſaith unto them, What ſhall Þ do then with 
Jeſus, which is called Chꝛiſt They all ſay unto him, Tet 
him be cruciſied. And the governour laid, vohy, What evil 
jath he done ⸗ But they cried out the moꝛe, ſaying, Let 
him bee cruciſted. When Pilate ſaw that he could pzevail 
nothing, but that rather a tumult was made, hee took 
water, and waſhed his hands befoze the multitude, ſaying, 
AN am innocent of the bloud of this juſt perſon : ſee ye co it. 
Then anſwered all the people, and ſaid, His bloud be on 
us, and on our childꝛen. Thenreleaſed he Barabbas un- 
to them: and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he ug 
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him to be crucified, Then the ſouldiers of the governour 
took Jeſus into the common hall, and gathered unto him 


the whole band of ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, and put 


on him a ſcarlet robe, And when they had platted a crown 
of thoꝛns, they put it upon his head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee befoze him, and mocked him, 
ſaying, Hail King of the Jews. And they ſpit upon him, and 
took the reed, and ſinote him on the head. And after that 
they had mocked him, they took the robe off from him, and 
put his own raiment on him, and led him away to cruciſie 
him. And as they came out, they found a man of Cyꝛene, 
Simon by name: him they compelled to bear his croſſe. And 
when they were come unto a place called Golgotha, that is 
to ſay, a place of a Skull, they gave him vineger to dzinke, 
mingled with gall: and when hee had taſted thereof, Hee 
would not dꝛink. And they cruciſted him, and parted his gar- 
ments, caſting lots: that it might be fulfilled which was 
ſpoken by the pꝛophet, They parted my garments among 
them, and upon my veſture did they caſt lots. And fitting 
down. they watched him there : and ſet up over his head, 
his accuſation written, THIS IS JESUS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. Then were there two theeves cruct- 
fied with him: one on the right hand, and another on the 
left. And they that paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying , Thou that deſtroyeft the temple, and 
butideſt it in three dayes , ſave thy ſelf : if thou bee the 
Sonne of God, come down from the croſſe, Likewiſe 
alfo the chief pꝛieſts mocking him, with the Scribes and 
Elders, ſaid, Hee ſaved others, himſelf Hee cannot ſave :; 
if hee bee the King of Jſrael , let Him now come down 
from the croſſe, and wee Will beleeve him. He truſted in 
God , let him deliver Him now if hee will Have him: foꝛ 
hee ſaid, J am the Sonne of God, The theeves alſo 
which were cructfied with him, caſt the lame in his teeth. 
Now from the ſixth houre there was darkneſſe over all 
the land unto the ninth houre, And about the ninth 
houre Jeſus cryed with a loud voyce , ſaying, Eli, Eli, 
lama ſabachthani, that is to ſay, My G O D, my G © Do 
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why haſt thou fozlaken mee ⸗ Some of them that ſtood 
there ; when they heard that, laid, This man cal⸗ 
leth foz Elias. And ſtraight way one of them ran, and 
took a ſpunge ; and filled it with vineger and put it 
on a reed, and gave him to dꝛink. The reſt aid, Lec 
bee, let ns ſee whether Elias will come to ſave Him; Je- 
ſus, when hee had cried again with a loud voyte, peeid⸗ 
ed up the ghoſt. And behold , the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain , from the top to the bottome, and the earth 
did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were open- 
ed, and many bodies of ſaints which flept; aroſe-; and 
came out of the graves after his Nelurrectton, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared unto many. Now when the 
Centurion, and they that were with him, watching Jeſus, 
ſaw the earth-quake , and thoſe things that were done, 
they feared greatly, ſaying, Truelp this was the Sonne 
of God. And many women Were there (beholding afarre 
off) which followed Jeſus from Galilee , miniſtring nnta 
him. Among which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary 
the mother of James and Joſes, and the mother of 
Zebedees childꝛen. 
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Foz the day of vengeance is in mine heart, and the yeare 
of-my redeemed is come. And J looked, and chere was none 
to help; and J wondered that chere was none to uphold: 
therekoꝛe mine own arm bzought ſalvation unto mee, 
and my fury, it upheld mee, And Þ will tread down the 
people in mine anger, and make them dzunk in my fury, 
and J will bzing down their ſtrength to the earth. J 
will mention the loving kindneſles of the Lozd, and the 
pꝛaiſes of the Lozd, accoꝛding to all that the Lozd hath 
beſtowed on us, and the great goodneſſe towards the 
houſe.of JPſrael , which he hath beſtowed on them, ac- 
coꝛding to his mercies , and accoꝛding to the multitude 
of his loving kindneſſes. Foz he ſaid, Surely, they are my 
people, childzen chat will not lie: ſo he was their ſaviour, 
In all their affliction he was afflicted , and the angel of 
hes pꝛeſence ſaved-them : in his love and in his pity hee 


redeemed them, and he bare them, and carried them all 


the dayes of old. But they rebelled , and vexed his holy 
ſpirit : therefoze he was turned to be their enemy, and he 
fought againſt them. Then hee remembzed the dayes of 
old, Moſes _ people, ſaying, Where is he that bzought 
them up out of the ſea , with the thepherd of his flock - 
where is he that put his holy ſpirit within him + That led 
them by the right hand of Moſes, with his glozious arm, 
dividing the water befoze them, to make himſelf an everlaſt⸗ 
ing name: That led them though the deep, as an hoꝛſe 
in the wtlderneſle, that they ſhould not ſtumble 7 as a beaſt 
goeth down into the valley , the ſpirit of the Lozd cauſed 
htm to reſt: ſo didſt thou lead thy people, to make thy ſeif 
a glozious name. Took down from heaven, and behold 
from the hapitation of thy holineſle and of thy glozy: where 
is thy zeal and thy ſtrength, the ſounding of thy bowels, 
and of thy mercies towards mee are they reſtrained - 
Doubtleſſe thou art our father, though Abꝛaham be igno- 
rant of us, and Jſrael acknowledge us not: thou, O Lozd, 
art our father, our redeemer, thy name is from everlaſt- 
ing. O Lo2d, why haſt thou made us fo erre from thy 
wayes 7 and hardened our heart from thy fear 8 
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foꝛ thy ſervants ſake, the tribes of thine inheritance, The : 
people of thy holineſſe have poſſeſſed it but a little while: 
our adverſaries have troden down thy ſanctuary, we are 
thine, thou never bareſt rule over them, they were not cat-

made - Foz tt might have been ſold. foz moze then th:ee 
hundzed pence, and have been given to the pooze: and they 
murmured againſt her. And Jelus ſaid; Let her alone, 
why trouble you her - ſhe hath wꝛought a good wozk on 
| me. Foz ye have the pooꝛe with you allbayes, andwhenſo- 

| ever yee will ye may do them good: but me pe have not 
alwayes. She hath done what the could :thers come afoꝛe⸗ 
hand to anoint my body to the burying, Uerily J ſay un⸗ 
to you, Whereſoever this goſpel ſhall be pzeached thzough- 
ont the whole would, this allo that ſhe hath done ſhall be 
ſpoken of, foꝛ a memoꝛtall of her.

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they came to a place which was named Gethſemant, 
and he ſaith to his diſciples, Sit ye here, while Þ ſhall 
zay.

Which is, being interpꝛeted, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou foꝛſaken me And ſome of 
them that ſtood by, when they heard it, laid, Behold, he cal⸗ 
leth Elias. And one ran, and filled a ſpunge full of vineger, 
and put it on a reed, and gave him to dzink, ſaying, Tet 
alone, let us ſee whether Elias will come to take him down, 
And Jeſus cried with a loud voice, and gave up the ghoſt, 

And the vail of the temple was rent in twain, from the 

top to the bottome. And when the Centurion which 

ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that he ſo cried out, and gave 
— the ghoſt, hee ſaid, Truly this man was the Sonne 

of God, There were alſo women looking on afarre off,

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among whom was Marie Magdalene, and Marie the mo⸗ 
ther of James the leſle ; and of Joſes, and Salome, Who 
allo when he was in Galilee , followed him, and miniſtred 
unto him, and many other women which came up with 
him unto Jeruſalem, And now when the even was come 
(becauſe it was the preparation, that is, the day befoꝛe the 
ſabbath) Joleph of Arimathea,an honourable counſeller, 
which alſo waited foz the kingdome of God, came, and 
went tn boldly unto Pilate, and craved the body of Jeſus. 
And Pilate marvelled if he were alreadie dead, and calling 
unto him the centurion, he asked him whether he had been 
any while dead. And when he knew it of the centurion, he 
gabe the body to Joſeph. And he bought fine linen, and 
took him down, and wꝛapped him in the linen, and laid him 
in a ſepulchꝛe which was hewen out of a rock, and rolled a 
ſtone unto the dooꝛe of the ſepulchze.

But Jeſtts 
ſaid unto him, Judas, betrapeſt thon the Sonne of man 
with a kiſſe⸗ when they which were about him, ſaw what 
would follow, they ſaid unto him, LToꝛd, ſhali we mite wieh 
the lwoꝛd : And one of them ſmoteche ſervant of the high 

pꝛieſt, 
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teſt, and tut off his right eare. And Jeſus anſwered and 
[aid „Suffer ye thus farre. And he touched his eare, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid unto the chief pꝛieſts, and cap⸗ 
tains of the temple.and the elders which were come to him, 


Be ye come out as againſt a thief, with ſwo:ds and ſtaves- 
When J was datly with you in the temple , ye ſtretched: 


foꝛth no hands againſt me: but this is your houre, and the 


power of darkneſſe. Then took they him, and led him, and 


bꝛought him into the high pꝛieſts houſe, And Peter follow- 
ed afarre off, And when they had kindled a fire in the midſt 
of the hall, and were ſet down together, Peter ſat down 
among them. But a certain maid beheld him as he ſat by 


the fire, and earneſtly looked upon him, and ſatd, This man 


was alſo with him. And he denied him, ſaying, Woman, 7 


know him not. And after a little while another ſaw him, 
and ſatd, Thou art alſo of them. And Peter lad , Man, Y. 


am not, And about the ſpace of one Houre after, another 


confidently affirmed, ſaying, Of a truth this fellow allo 
was with him; koꝛ he is a Galilean, And Peter ſaid, Wan, 
N know not what thou ſayeſt, And immediatly while he yet 


ſpake, the cock crew. And the Loꝛd turned, and looked up- 
on Peter: and Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd ok the Lozd, how 


he had ſaid unto him, Befoze the cock crow, thou ſhalt de⸗ 
nie me thꝛice. And Peter went out, and wept bitterly. And 
the men that held Jelus, mocked him, and lmote him, And 
when they had blindefolded him, they ſtroke him on the 


face, and asked him, ſaying, Pꝛopheſie, who is it that ſinote 


thee : And many other things blaſphemoully ſpake they 


againſt him. And alſoon as it was day, the elders of the 


people, and the chief Pꝛieſts and the Scribes came toge⸗ 


ther, and led him into their councel, ſaying, Art thou the 
Chꝛiſt⸗ tell us. And he ſaid unto them, If J tell vou, vou 
will not belee ve. And if J alſo ask pou, vou will not anſwer 
me, noꝛ let me go. Hereafter ſhall the Son ol man ſit on the 
right hand of the power of God, Then ſaid they all, Art 
thou then the Son ol God: And he laid unto them, Ne ſay: 
that Þ am. And they ſaid, What need we any further wit⸗ 


neſſe : foꝛ we our ſelves have heard of his own mouth. 
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r Ow in this that J declare unto 1 Cor. 11. 
vou, J pzaiſe vou not, that you 7. 
© 8 Ay tome together not foz the better, 
W | ll — the — firſt ot _ 
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church, J heare that there be dt- 
„„ PVpvpviſions among vou, and J part- 
iv §beleeve it. Fo: there mult be 
d allo hereſies among you , that 
Ez FF. = = they which are app:oved , may 
: bee made manifeſt among yon, 
When ye come together therefoze into one place, this is not 
to eat the Loꝛds ſupper, Foz in eating every one taketh be- 
foꝛe other, his own ſupper:and one is hungrp, and another is 
dꝛunken. What, have ye not houſes to eat and to dꝛink in⸗ 
oꝛ, deſpiſe ye the church ol God, and ſhame them that have 
not: what ſhall J ay to youz ſhall Þ pꝛaiſe yon in this: Þ 
pꝛaiſe you not. Foz J have received of the Loꝛd, that which 
aifo J delivered unto you, that the Lozd Jelus, the ſame 
night in which he was betrayed, took bzead : and when he 
had given thanks, he bzake it, and ſaid, Take, eat, this is 
my body, which is bzoken foꝛ you: this do in remembꝛante 
of me. After the ſame manner allo he took the cup, when he 
had ſupped, ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in my 
blond: this do pe, as oft as pe dꝛink it, in remembꝛance ot 
me. Foz as often as ye eat this bꝛead, and d2mnk this cup, 
pe do ſhew the Lozds death til he come. Wherefoꝛe, whoſo- 
ever ſhall eat this bꝛead, and dꝛink this cup of the Loꝛd un⸗ 
worthy, ſhall be guilty of the bodie and bloud of the Loꝛd. 
But let a man examine himlelf, and ſo let him eat of that 
head, and daink of that cup. Foz he that eateth and dꝛink⸗ 
eth unwoꝛthily, eateth and dꝛinketh damnation to himſeik, 
not diſcerning the Loꝛds body. Fox this cauſe many are 
weak and fickly among von; and many ſleep, Foz if we 
would judge our felves , we:fhould not bee judged, But 
when we are judged wee ant chaſtened'of the Lo2d, that 
| Wee thould not be condemned with the world. Wherekore 
| my 
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my bꝛethꝛen, when ye come together to eat, tarry one foz 


another. And if any man hunger, let him eat at home, that 


ye come not together unto condemnation, And the reſt will 
J ſet in oꝛder when J come.

— — thou the king of the Jews: And hee 
anſwered him and ſaid, Thou ſayeſt it. Then laid Pilate 
to the chiek pꝛieſts and to the people, J finde no fault in 
this man. And they were the moꝛe fierce, ſaying, He ſtir⸗ 
reth up the people, teaching throughout all Jurp, begin⸗ 
ning from Galilee to this place. When Pilate heard of Ga⸗ 
litee, hee asked whether the man were a Galilean, And 
aſſoon as he knew that he belonged unto Herods iurildicti⸗ 
on, he ſent him to Herod , who himſelf was alſo at Jeru⸗ 
ſalem at that time, And when Herod ſaw Jelus, he was 
erceeding glad, foꝛ he was deſirous to fee him of a long 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done by him, Then hee 
queſtioned With him in many woꝛds, but he anſwered him 
nothing. And the chtek pꝛieſts and Dcribes ſtood and vehe⸗ 
mently accuſed him, And Herod with his men of warre 
ſet him at naught, and mocked him, and arayed him in 
a goꝛgeous robe, and ſent him again to Pilate, And the 
ſame day Pate and Herod were made friends together; 
fo: befoze they. were at enmity between themſelves. And 
Pilate when he had called together the chief pꝛieſts, and 
the rulers, and the people, ſaid unto them, pe have bꝛonght 


this man unto me. as one that perverteth the people, and 


behold, Þ having examined him befoze pou, Have found no 
fault in this man touching thoſe things whereof ye accuſe 
him: No,no2 yet Herod: foꝛ I ſent you to him, and _ 

bd I ng 


And Pilate asked him, ſaying, Art 
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thing wozthy of death is done unto him. J will therefoze 
chaſtiſehim,andreleaſe him. Foz of neceſſitie he muſt releaſe 
one unto them at the feaſt. And they cried out all at once, 
faying,' Away with this man, and releaſe unto us Barab- 
bas: (Who foꝛ a certain ſedition made in the city, and foz 
murder was caſt in pꝛiſon) Pilate therefoze wuling to re⸗ 
leaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to them. But they cried, ſaying, 
Cruciſie him, crucifie him. And he ſald unto them the third, 
time, Why, what evil hath he done J have found no 
cauſe ot death in him, J will therefoze chaſtiſe him, and 
let him go. And they were inſtant with loud voices, requt- 
ring that he might be crucified : and the voices of them, and 
of the chief pꝛieſts pꝛevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence that 
it ſhould be as they required. And he releaſed unto them, 
him that foz ſedition and murder was caſt. into pꝛiſon, 
whom they had deſired; but he delivered Jeſus to their 
will. And as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyꝛentan, coming out of the countrey, and on 
him they laid the troſſe, that he might bear it after Jeſus. 
And there followed him a great company of people, and 
of women, which alſo bewatted and lamented him. But 
Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not foz me, but weep foꝛ your ſelves, and foꝛ your 
childzen;Foz behold, the dayes are coming, in the which they 
(hall ſay, Bleſſed are the barren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps which never gave ſuck. Then 
hall they begin to ſay tothe mountains, Fall on us; and 
to the hills, Cover us. Fo? if they do theſe things in a green 
tree, what ſhall be done in the dzte + And there were alſo 
two other malefactours led with him to be put to death. 
And when they were come to the place which is called Cal⸗ 
varp, there they cructſied him, and the malekactours, one on 
the right hand, and the other on the left, Then ſai Jeſus, 
Father, foꝛgibe them, foꝛ they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and caſt lots. And the people 
ſtood beholding, and the rulers alſo them derided him, 
ſaytng, He ſaved others, let him ſave himſelk, it he be Chaiſt 
the choſen of God. And the ſouldters allo mocked: — 
0 * 1 coming 
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coming to him, and offering him vineger, and ſaying, It 
thou be the king of the Jews, ſave thy ſelf, And a ſuper- 
ſcription alſo was wꝛitten over him in letters of Gꝛeek, and 
Latine, and Hebꝛew, THIS 18 THE KING OF THE 
J E WS. And one of the malefactours, which were hanged, 
railed on him, ſaying, It thou be Chaiſt, ſave thy ſelf and 
us. But the other anſwering, rebuked him, ſaying, Doeſt 
not thou fear God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame condem- 
nation ⸗ And we indeed fultly ; foꝛ we receive the due re⸗ 
ward of our deeds, but this man hath done nothing amiſſe, 
And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lozd, remember me when thou 
tomeſt into thy kingdome, And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Ue⸗ 
rily J ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be with me in pas 
radiſe. And it was about the ſixthhoure, and there was a 
darkneſſe over all the earth untill the ninth houre. And the 
ſunne was darkened, and the vail of the temple was rent in 
the mids. And when Jeſus had cried with a loud voice, 
he ſaid, Father, into thy hands J commend my ſpirit: and 
having ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt, Now when the cen- 
turion ſaw what was done, he glozified God, ſaying, Cer- 
tainly this was a righteous man. And all the people that 
came together to that ſight, beholding the things which 
were done, lmote their bꝛeaſts, and returned. And all his 
atcquamtante, and the women that followed him from Ga⸗ 
lice, ſtood afarre off beholding theſe things. And behold, 
there was a man named Joſeph, a counſeller, and he was 
a good man, and a juſt: ( The lame had not conſented to 
the counſell and deed of them) he was of Arimathea , a 
city of the Jews (who alſo himſelf watted foꝛ the king⸗ 
dome of God) This man went unto Pilate, and begged 
the body of Jeſus. And he took it down, and wꝛapped it 
in linen, and laid it in a ſepulchꝛe that was Hewen in ſtone, 
wherein never man befoze was laid. And that day was 
the pꝛeparation, and the ſabbath dꝛew on. And the women 
alſo which came with him from Galilee, followed after, 
and beheld the ſepulchꝛe, and how his body was laid, And 
they returned, and pꝛepared ſpices and ointments, and reſt⸗ 
ed the ſabbath⸗ day, accoꝛding to the ꝗ— 
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haſt thou pꝛepared me: {t.burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices 
koꝛ ſinne thou haſt had no pleaſure: Then ſaid J, Lo; J 
come (in the volume of the book it is written of me) to 
do thy will O God. Above, when he ſald, Sacrifice, and 
offering and burnt-offerings, and offering foꝛ ſinne thou 
wouldeſt not, neither hadſt picaſare therein, which are ar⸗ 
fered by the law: then latd he; Lo, Þ come to doe thy 
will: (O God) Hee taketh away the firſt, that hee map 
eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the which will we are ſanctified, 
though the offering of the body of 'Peſus Chꝛiſt once foꝛ 
all. And every pꝛieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtring and offering 
oftentimes the lame ſacrifices which can never take away 
ſinnes, But this man after he had offered one ſacrifice foꝛ 
ſinnes foꝛ ever, ſat down on the right hand of God: From 
hencefozth expecting till his enemies bee made his foof- 
ſtool, Foz by one offering he hath perfected foꝛ ever them 
that are ſanctified. Whereof the holy Gholt allo is a wit⸗ 
neſſe to us: foz after that hee had ſaid befoze , This is 
the covenant that J will make with them after thoſe. 
dayes, ſaith the LORD. .: J will put my lawes in- 
fo their hearts, and in their mindes Will J wꝛite them: 
and their ſinnes and iniquities will J remember no moze, 
Now. where remiſſion of theſe is, there is no moꝛe offer⸗ 
ing fo: ſinne. Having therefoze , b:ethzen, boldneſſe to en- 
ter into the holieſt by the bloud of Jeſus, by a new and 
living way which hee hath conſecrated foꝛ us, though 
the vail; that is to ſay, his fleſh : and having an High pꝛieſt 
over the houſe of God: let us dzaw near with a true heart, 
in fullaſſurance of faith, having our hearts ſpzinkled from 
an evil conſcience; and our bodies waſhed with pure water. 
Let us hold faſt the pzofeſſion of our faith without wave- 
ring: ( fo2 he is faithfull that pꝛomiſed) And let us con- 
ſider one another to pꝛovoke unto love, and to good wozks, 
Not foꝛſaking the aſſembling of our ſelves together, as 
the manner of ſome is, but exhoꝛting one another: and fo 
much the moꝛe, as ye lee the day appꝛoaching. 
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betrayed him knew the place: 
= foꝛ Jeſus oft times reloꝛted tht 
5 ttzher with his diſciples. Judas 
J = 295 then having recewed a band of 
men, and officers from the chief 
peſts and Phariſees, cometh thither with lanterns, and 
toꝛches, and weapons, Jeſus therefoze knowing all things 
that ſhould come upon him, went koꝛth, and ſaid unto 
them, Whom ſleek yee 7 They anſwered him , Jeſus of 
Nazareth, Jeſus ſaith unto them , Þ am he, And Judas 
alſo which betrayed him, ſtood with them. Alfoon then 
as he had ſaid unto them, 'J am he, they went backward 
and fell to the ground, Then asked he them again, whom 
. ſeek yee : and they ſaid, Jeſus of Nazareth, Jeſus an- 
ſwered , J have told vou that J am hee, Ik therefoze pee 
ſeek me, let theſe go their way, that the ſaying might dee 
fulfilled which he ſpake, Of them which thou gaveſt me. 
have J loſt none. Then Simon Peter having a ſwozd, 
d2ewv it, and ſmote the high pꝛieſts ſervant, and cut off his 
right eare:the ſervants name was Malchus. Then ſaid Je⸗ 
fus unto Peter, Put up thy ſword into the ſheath: the cuß 
which my Father hath given me, ſhall J not — i; it: 
Then the band. and the captain, and officers of the Jews 
took Jeſus , and bound him, and led him away to Annas 
firſt ( foꝛ he was father in law to Cataphas) which was the 
high pꝛieſt that ſame year. Now Cataphas was he which 
gave counſet to the Jews, that it was expedient that one 
man chould die foꝛ the people, And Simon Peter followed 
Jelus, and ſo did another diſciple : that diſcipie was known 
unto the high pꝛieſt, and went in with J Aus into the palace 
ok the high pꝛieſt. But Peter _ at the dooꝛe 1 
m

Then went out that other diſciple which was known un⸗ 
to the high pꝛieſt, and ſpake unto her that —— the dooze, 
and bought in Peter. Then ſaith the damlell that kept 
the dooꝛe unto Peter, Art not thou allo one of this mans 
diſciples : He ſaith ; J am not. And the ſervants and of- 
ficers ſtood there, who had made a fire of coals , ( foz it 
was cold) and they warmed themſelves: and Peter ſtood 
with them, and warmed himſelf. The high pꝛieſt then ask⸗ 
ed Jeſus of his diſciples, and of his doctrine, Jeſus an- 
ſwered him, I ſpake openly to the wozld, J ever taught 
in the ſynagogue , and in the temple, whither the Jews al- 
wayes reſoꝛt, and in ſecret have J ſaid nothing, Why ask- 
eſt thou mee: ask them which heard me, what J have 
ſaid unto them: behold , they know what J ſaid, And 
when he had thus ſpoken, one of the officers which ſtood 
by , ſtroke Jeſus with the palme of his hand , ſaying, 
Anſwerelt thou the high pꝛieſt ſo⸗ Jeſus anſwered him, 
It J have ſpoken evil, bear witneſſe of the evil: but if 
well , why ſmiteſt thou me - How Annas had lent him 
bound unto Cataphas the high pꝛieſt. And Simon Peter 
ſtood and warmed himſelf : They ſaid therefoze unto 
him, Art not thou alſo one of his diſciples : He denied it. 
and laid, Jam not, One of the ſervants of the high pꝛieſt 
(being his kinlman whole eare Peter cut off) ſaith, Did 
not J ſee thee in the garden with Him - Peter then deni⸗ 
ed again, and immediatly the cock crew. Then led they 
Jeſus from Caiaphas, unto the hall of judgement: and 
it was early, and they themſelves went not into the judg- 
ment hall, leſt they ſhould bee defiled.: but that they 


might eat the paſſeover. Pilate then went out unto them, 


and ſaid , What accuſation bꝛing you againſt this man 
They anſwered and ſaid unto him , Ik hee were not a 
malefactour , we would not have delivered him up unto 
thee, Then ſaid Pilate unto them , Take yee him and 
judge him accoꝛding to your law, The Jews therefoze 
ſaid unto him, It is not lawful foꝛ us to put any man 
to death: that the ſaying of Jeſus might be fulſtlled, 
which hee ſpake, ſignifying what death hee _ — 

| en 


Then Pilate enfred into the judgement hall again, and 
_ called Jelus, and ſaid unto him, Art _ the King of the 
Jews? Jeſus anſwered him, Sayelt thou this thing of 
thy ſelf , oꝛ did others tell it thee of me; Pilate anſwered, 
Am Ja Jew - thine one nation, and the chief pꝛieſts have 
delivered thee unto me: What halt thou done! Jelus an- 
ſwered, My kingdome is not of this wozld : if my king⸗ 
dome were of this woꝛld, then would my ſervants fight, 
that I ſhould not be delivered to the Jews: but now is mp 
kingdome not from hence, Pilate therefoze ſaid unto him, 
Art thou a King then! Jeſus anſwered, Thou ſayeſt that 
Jama King. To this end was J boꝛn, and foꝛ this cauſe 
dame J into the woꝛld, that I ſhould bear witneſſe unto 
the truth: every one that is of the truth, heareth my voyce, 
Pilate ſaith unto him, What ts truth - And when he had 
faid this, he went out again unto the Jews, and ſaith unto 
them, finde in him no fault at all. But pe have a cuſtome, 
that Þ ſhould releaſe unto you one at the paſſeover :Wwill ye 
therefoze that J releaſe unto you the King of the Jews 
Then cried they all again, ſaying, Not this man, but Ba- 
rabbas. ob Barabbas was a robber, Then Pilate there 
foꝛe took Jeſus, and ſcourged him And the ſoludiers platted 
a crown of thoꝛns, and put it on his head, and they put on 
= a purple robe, and ſaid, Bail king of the Jews: and they 
ote htm with their hands, Pilate therefoze went foꝛth 
again, and ſaith unto them, Behold, Þ bzing him foꝛth to 
pou, that ye may know that J finde no fault in him, Then 
came Jeſus foꝛth, wearing the crown of thoꝛns, and the 
purple robe: and Place ſaith unto them, Behoid the man, 
When the chiet pꝛieſts therefoze and officers ſaw him, they 
tried out, ſaying, Cructfie him, crucitie him. Pilate ſaith 
unto them, Take pe him, and crucifie him: foꝛ I kinde no 
fanit in him. The Jews anſwered him, Mee habe a law, 
and by our law he ought to die, becauſe he made himſelt᷑ the 
Donne of God. when Pilate therefoꝛe heard that ſaying, 
hee was the moze afraid. And went again into the judge- 
ment hall, and ſaith unto Jeſus, whence art thou - but 
Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then fatth Pilate untohim,

Speakeſt thou not unto me - knoweſt thou not, that J 
have power to crucifie thee, and have power toreleaſe thee: 
Jeſus anſwered, thou couldeſt have no power at all againſt 
mee, except it were given thee from above: therefoze hee 
that delivered mee unto thee hath the greater ſinne. And 
from thencefozth Pilate ſought to releaſe him: but the 
Jews cried out, ſaying, Pf thou let this man go, thou 
art not Ceſars friend: whoſoever maketh himſeif a king, 


ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate therefoze heard that 


ſaying, hee bzought Jeſus fozth , and ſat down in the 
judgement ſeat , in a place that is called the pavement, 
but in the Hebzew , Gabbatha. And it was the pꝛepara⸗ 
tion of the paſſeover, and about the ſixth houre: and hee 
ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your king. But they cried 


out, Away with him, away with him, cruciſte him. Pilate 


ſaith unto them, Shall J-cxucife pour king: The chief 
pꝛieſts anſwered, We have no king but Ceſar, Then de- 
livered he him therefoze unto. them to bee crucified: and 
they took Jeſus and led him away. And he bearing his 
croſſe, went foꝛth into a place called the place of a Skull. 
which is called in the Hebzew., Golgotha. Where thep 
crucified him, and two other with him, on either ſide one, 
and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wꝛote a title, and 


put it on the croſſe: and the waiting was , JESUS OE 


NAZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS.. This 
title then read many of the Jews: foꝛ the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city, and it was 
Written in Hebzew, and Gꝛeek, and Latine, Then ſaid the 
chief pꝛieſts of the Jews to Pilate, Wꝛite not, The king 
of the Jews, but that he ſaid, Jam king of the Jews, 
Pilate anſwered, What J have wꝛitten, Þ have watten, 
Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucifted Jeſus; took 
his garments (and made foure parts, to every ſouldier a 
part) and alſo his coat: now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top th:oughout, - They ſaid therefo:e 
among themſelves, Tet us not rent it, but caſt lots foꝛ 
it, whoſe it ſhall be: that the ſcripture might be fulfitied, 
which ſaith; They parted my raiment among them, =

fo2 my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things therefoze the 
ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſſe of Peſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter , Mary the wife of Cleo- 
phas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw 
his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, 
he ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy ſonne. Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother, And from that 
houre that diſciple took her unto his own home, After 
this, Jeſus knowing that all things were now accompli⸗ 
ſhed, that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, ſaith, J thirſt; 
Now there was ſet a veſſel full of vineger : and they 
ftlied a ſpunge with vineger, and put it upon hyſſope , and 
put it to his mouth. When Jeſus therekoꝛe had received 
the vmeger, he ſaid, It is finiſhed: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghoſt, The Jews therefoze becauſe it 
was the pꝛeparation, that the bodies ſhould nor remain 
upon the croſſe on the ſabbath-day (foz that ſabbath-day 
was an high day) beſought Pilate that their legs might 
be bzoken, and that they might be taken away. Then came 
the ſouldiers, and bzake the legs of the firſt , and of the 
other which was crucifted with him, But when they came 
to Jeſus, and ſaw that hee was dead already, they hake 
not his legs. But one of the ſouldiers with a fpear pierced 
his ſide, and foꝛthwith came there ont, bloud and water. 
And he that ſaw it, bare recoꝛd, and his recoꝛd is true:
